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Peculiarities of Redwood. 



California is niUuro's great and only 
storehouse of that useful au J ornamen- 
tal wood, wliioii prows hero in immense 
quantities, covering; the earth's surface 
so densely that the sun's rays never 
roach the ground, and furnishing tc 
the milhneu 100,000,000 feet of hi m her 
to the acre. The redwood has hoen 
introduced botli in tho Eastern SLates 
and in England, and whorever it has 
been used has found favor in the eyes 
of housobuilderd, many of the almost 
regal residences of tho East having as 
the outsido finish tho redwood in ils 
rich, natural color. At present the 
only redwood shipped East is that used 
for finishing purposes, but it is only a 
matter of timo when its many advan- 
tages will bocomu known and it will 
bo in genoral demand. No wood has 
evor boon discovered that combines so 
many advantages for all purposes as 
this. It is easily worked; it maybe 
used green just as it comes from the 
mill; it does not warp in drying nor 
shrink or swell by exposure to tho 
weather; it burns slowly and when on 
liro is easily extinguished, becauso the 
wood contains no rosin; it is brittle 
and breaks oil' squarely, so that iu case 
of tiro the firemen havo no difficulty in 
cutting their way from house to house, 
aud it does not rot at the ground like 
most other woods, and fonce-posts 
■which have stood for thirty years aro 
as sound to-day as when they wore 
planted. The redwood grows only in 
California, the forests commencing a 
little south of this city and ending ab- 
ruptly before roaching the Oregon line.

The Political Preacher Tries to 
Explain why li« Wanted 
Blaine as Secretary of 
Stales. 

New York, Oct. 23. — Beecher, in 
his address last night, said: "Accord- 
ing to the Times 1 am a persona! friend 
of Blaine. For twelve years I have 
watched him, anxious that he should 
be the right man, but ho is not. For 
more than ten years I have been afraid 
of him. I have been cballoged by a 
Brooklyn paper to give an account of 
interview I had with Blaine at tho 
Fifth avenue hotel. I have only this 
to say about it: I don't think Joy ex- 
ists any longer as a respondent.. If he 
does, there is more to bo said. 

"After I spoke tit Cooper Union in 
advocacy of Garfield, 1 received a re- 
quest from Blaine to meet him al. the 
Fifth Avenue hotel. Taking my eldest 
son with me I went over. 1 llaino ask- 
ed me if I had seen the newspaper call- 
ed Truth. 1 said 'No.' 'Let me read 
it to you,' fsays he. lie read to me, I 
should think, two column* 1 replied, 
"That paper has one third truth and 
wo-thirds lies. Now,' said I, ,1 
will tell you justflwhat the truth 
was.' 

I then narrated to him my interview 
with Joy. I was stuck after narrat- 
ing it that lie did not tly into anger, 
that he did not peremptorily and with 
the indignation of an honest man deny 
it. Without quoting his words 
their substance was: 

" 'Why, this cannot be. I don't rem- 
ember that I have had any transaction 
in'-that direction. I do not think that 
I had any bonds or anything of that 
kind at time. Why, it is not probable. 
Joy could not havo said any such tiling 
as that.' 

"By that time 1 was touched a lit tle. 
T said to him, 'Blaine, where did 1 get 
the story / Did I muko it up, or did Joy 
tr. 11 it to me?' 

" 'Oh,' he said, 'of course;' but then 
Joy is my host frion.l. He introduced 
my name into the convention and ad- 
vocated my nomination,' 

" 'Yes, sir,' said I, 'and that is the 
most- damaging circumstance about if; 
for, .sir, when they found that you 
were the man that these monopolists 
and consolidated railroads wanted, they 
attempted to put you where you could 
do tho most good.' 

"After some further discussion, for 
both of us were polite on the outsido 
and extremely indigonjon'the inside, we 
parted. This is tho interview that the 
Brooklyn Times challenged me once 
and again and many times to relate. 
May it make tho most of it. I met 
Blaine onco after that and had .some 
conversation with him. Going out 
from the Adams express office and 
walking down street, he said: 

"'What do you think of tho cabinet 
that Garfield is to form?' 

"My reply was, 'Well, f don't med- 
dle with such thingsj only one thing I 
know, and that is who ought to bu sec- 
retary of the state.' 

" Who?" said he. 

"Said I, 'James G. Blaine.' 

"Do you think so'l I wish you would 
write to Garfield.' 

"You may ask we how I could do it. 
It is not a question whether 1 did do 
it. but, why/ I have reasoned in this 
woy. I know Garfield was under great 
obligations to Blaine, and that beyond 
all question he wouldjmako the proflerof 
some chair iu the cabinet. I also reason- 
ed that it wouldn't do for him to go in- 
to the interior department. There are 
too many temptation. It will certainly 
never do for him to be put in the 
treasury, and although he is a good 
letterwriter it would never do to put 
him in the post-olliee. In my simplicity 
I thought the next thing to extradition 
and emigration would be to put him 
in'the chair of the secretary of state, 
so simple was I, and, therefore, I 
thought as he must go into the cabinet; 
that was the place wlioro he could do 
the least harm of any."

We certainly can take heod to 
ourselves and give tho preacher that 
help. Then again, by talking over the 
sermon. Not criticizing the sermon 
captiously, but reviewing the lesson 
given us, thereby more deeply im- 
pressing them on our minds, as well as 
others. O for more of that earnest, 
charitable discussion of the sermon, 
and less of that fault finding, critical 
spirit, which destroys so much of the 
good seed. Then we can help the 
preacher by illustrating the truths he 
teaches in our lives. This would in- 
deed boa mighty "help:" To lot our 
lips and lives express jtheso holy truths 
to be "epistles known and read of 
men." This indeed is the end of all 
preaching, and if we but takti homo to 
our heart the lessons taught us we 
shall speak for Christ tnoro powerful- 
ly than any words can. Let us seo that 
these few practical hints aro not lost 
upon us, and we then shall he able to 
join with joy in the |greal "Harvest'

TROUBLE ON THE NORTHWEST 
COAST OF BRITISH CO- 
LUMBIA. 

For soma time past tlioro hits been 
growing a fooling uf great diacontont 
unionist the Indians of the Northwest. 
In number the Indian population can only 
bo estimated by approximation. The 
Metlakahtlas count some 000 or 700. The 
Skuenii river Indians reckon as ninny or 
mora, lioaidcs theso thsra urs the other 
different local tribes of the sua coast ag- 
gregating probably a similar number. So 
far, there lias been no overt disturbance 
as between the Indian tribes uud the gov- 
ernment. In crown colony times every- 
thing was peaceful and such has been the 
state of alTiiirs over since and would, with- 
out doubt, bo continued unless amongst 
theso Indiana a spirit of disloyalty bo en- 
gendered by wliito pooplo who, while 
ostensibly themselves submitting to law 
snd ordur, nro inculcating the Indian 
mind with notions subversive of good 
government. Wo fear that jealousies in- 
tensified by sectional rivalry bid fair tu 
involve tho original inhabitants of the 
Northwest coast, not in feud between 
tliomsolvos, but against that authority tho 
province possesses for tho preservation af 
peace and order. For the proper appreci- 
ation of tho atato of affairs it will not bo 
out of place to refer to some important 
facts of history. The mission of Motla- 
kahtla was established many years ago by 
Mr. Duncan. Tho mission has flourished 
for many years, and to-day tho Metlakah- 
tin Indiana, so far as becoming acquaint- 
ed with the arts of civilization, have, to tho 
credit of Mr. Duncan, been advanced 
to a condition that is far boyond tlio 
normal savage Btato. Differences unfor- 
tunately aroso between Mr. Duncan 
and tho Church Missionary Society. Tho 
latter approved of tho presence of Bishop 
Ridley, at Metlakahtla, but Mr. Duncan 
and his adherents, who have important in- 
terests at Metlakahtla, resent Bishop 
Ridley's advent as intrusion. Consequent 
upon tho presence of Bishop Ridley tho 
Indian mind lms been greatly disturbed. 
A small minority aide with Ridley, while 
the great majority adhere to Duncan, who 
naturally possesses, from his long resi- 
dence and intercourse with tho tribes, 
strong control of the Indian mind. If the 
trouble Btoppod at this point there 
would bo little cause for anxiety from a 
governmental point of view; for while 
lamenting a stato of affairs which could 
not help unsettling tho Indians, there 
could be no occasion fcr executive super- 
vision, unless tho unfortunate differ- 
ences intruded by result upon tho domain 
of good government. Wo fear such is 
the case, and not without reason, and not 
without having had brought to uur notice 
facts which demand exertion on the part 
of the authorities. We find that assaults 
have boen committed, that licencees of 
timber have been prevented cutting down 
trees, that a surveyor acting with tho 
sanction of tho lands and works depart- 
ment was prevented performing his duty, 
that tho miners of Lome crook, upon the 
Skeena, have been threatened with ejec- 
tion, that Hudson Bay traders at Skeena 
Forks have left their posts through not 
ungrounded apprehension of attack, that 
threats are openly made of the taking of life 
should the slayer of Yeomans be convicted 
and uxocutud, that the Lorno crook minors 
have written to the Oinineca minors ad- 
vising them to go out by way of the 
Frasor unless they come out by way of 
the Skeena bafore tho Victoria November 
assizes at which the Yeomans case 
ia to betriod. Two ideas are 
controlling and spreading amongst the 
northwest Indiana. Ono is, that all tho 
lands belong to thorn; tho other is that 
government is powerless to carry out the 
law. Wo fain would wish that we tell an 
idle tale, Truth is sometimes unpalatable, 
but it is proper that tho people should bo 
informed of passing important events. We 
are not prepared to say what course tho 
government intends to adopt nor ia it for 
us to dictate what should be done. In- 
activity cannot, however, bo tolerated. 
It can only make matters worse than they 
are no wand would give rise to greater in- 
security both as to lifo and property than 
now exists even if it did not culminate in 
tho destruction of commercial and mining 
pursuits and end in a serious loss of lifo. 
We strongly urgo on the government the 
appointment of a. commission of inquiry to 
take evidence and report upon the condi- 
tion of affairs on tho coast, with a view to 
fixing the blame where it belongs and tak 
ing steps for tiie enforcement of the man- 
dates of the government. 

BIOGRAPHIC. 

Wo have found, in our experience, that 
when wo were confronted with some very 
high form of Hie incredible wo were not 
very far from the initial form of tho cred- 
ible. It aeoined incredible and inexplic- 
able lately to all of ua that a knot of 
British Columbian men should not only 
deaert our ranks and turn their arms 
against tho penplo who gave thum bread, 
but should publish the fact and bo imper- 
vious to shame. On no theory applicable 
to tho ordinary motives of public men in 
tho strifo that gathers in clouds over tho 
field of public life could we nccount for 
this disgraceful fact. It was only on re- 
membering the forlorn political ragged- 
neas of tho men, and the true character of 
their Iacariot chief that wo began to find 
a cluo to the credible, and to understand 
their damnable machinations and manoeu- 
vres, ending in a run from Bethany, like 
ancestral Judas, to socure tho silver shek- 
els. The whole incident, in its pitiably 
vulgar character of an act of common 
mercenary treason and leprous spleen, 
suddenly became strongly clear when we 
lowered our eyes from the elevated line of 
Bight along which we had boon looking. 
The ex-missionary now simply wants his 
tenements permanently rented and his 
bill against tko province paid. Ho will 
continue to kick up a dust until wo come 
down with tho dust. His politics consist 
in ''Mongolian rentals" and tho "Bogus 
Bill." This may surprise soma of us who 
have not attempted to restoro tho fadod 
lineaments of tho record of his political 
life, but it will not surprise those who 
know the character and tenor of his 
career. That career boforo Confederation 
was, as most of us know, solf-seoking, 
potty and rnorconary under the pharisaic 
cloak of vast purposes and high designs. 
Wo did not change his nature when wo 
/:ha.njred our political rolatiotia and joined 
Canada, but tho cloak had become thread- 
bare and astute eyes saw the real man 
beneath it. Tho Ottawa leaders humored 
him and fooled him, to the tup of ids j 
l>ejit. Ho hung on to Sir John foraonio ] 



time and theu left him at a crisis, hoping, 
by now friends, to turn husks into tleah- 
pota. That Mr. Mackenzie took, afterwards, 
his venal vote and gave him nothing, is too 
melancholy a personal fact for more than 
retrospective indication. When Mr. Mac- 
kenzie went down and Sir John reappeared 
what was thero that our threadbare friend 
could do? His constituents required him 
to support Sir John with his vote. Mr. 
Mackenzie did not care much for either his 
support or his vote. In Sir John's eyes his 
aspect now was simply Satanic. Hero was 
the beginuingof tho end. Notwithstanding 
some good personal qualities, his ridiculous 
vanity, charlatanism and tainted party 
record mad.j him an impracticable Ishiunol, 
utterly unuseful in politics. This was 
known at Ottawa long before tho good 
natured electors of this city recognised it, 
but at last they are compelled to remember 
their public trust and to say decisively to 
our threadbare friend — "Tak your auld 
cloak abootyo," and "get up and get!" 
Our readers universally will admit that this 
is a true history, with naught set down in 
malice. They "also know well that what the 
ox-missionary has been, 'no is now, but with 
a difference, the breadth and character of 
which ho takes inlinito pains to illustrate, 
with the strange unconsciousness wo all ex- 
hibit in our self-judgiugs. The once wary 
political hypocrite is now careless of ap- 
pearances, lie permits his nakedness to be 
seen, and tho cloak is now quite threadbeare 
and wo see what he is not ashamed we 
should see — the merely feeble, quibbling, 
scribbling, mentally paralytic, ridiculous, 
vain man, ready and willing, however, with- 
out a pang, to break up and melt the sacra- 
mental plate of that public honor among 
us which is our best defence and to convert 
it to his own politically felonious uses. This 
is the deep and dark disgrace which is 
lodged and entered against his name on the 
historic way-bill in its journey down to 
posterity. Tho system of public morals 
which his example tends to establish is ut- 
terly repelled and rejected by the common 
insticts of the people. It is too monstrous 
almost for human gravity. We shall give, 
on another occasion, some illustrations of 
this system, for the meanest rascal has a 
right to rigorous justice, and wo will mete 
out such. 



A CALL FOR JUSTICE. 

All who woro in the province at the 
time wi'l remember a terrible tragedy 
which occurred at Pemberton .Meadows 
near Lillooot, nearly six years ago, A 
pioneer by tho name of Pool and his two 
children, son and daughter, woro found 
murdored and mutilated in tho cellar of 
their burned dwelling. A man who goes 
by til" name of Scotlio was charged with 
tho crime. Ho was tried twice, but could 
not bo convicted. For two years ho was 
confined in prison, and was finally acquit. - 
tedjbut notwithstanding, the popular opin- 
ion regarding his innocence or guilt is 
almost as divided as over. The general 
circumstances about the murder, especi- 
ally tho ovident designs of plunder, led 
many from the first to conjecture that the 
guilty party was an Indian. A corres- 
pondent writing from the district says that 
over a year ago the truth of this surmise 
was put almost beyond a doubt. Two 
Chilcotins at New Westminster doomed 
to death for another crime were said to 
have confessed; at all events it became 
gonorally known to their missionaries and 
tho white so'.tlors that the Chilcotin In- 
dians point to ono of their number as the 
murduror of tho l'ools. A gold watch 
and many household articles, tho acquisi- 
tion of which he could not satisfactorily 
explain, excited suspicion and this was 
changed to certainty when, being taxed 
with tho crime by his chief, he took guilt, 
unto himself by exchanging all his horses 
for ammunition and retiring to a distant 
hunting ground, where he has become tho 
dread of all.. To give definite authority 
our correspondent refers to the superin- 
tendent of Indian affairs and asks, "will 
that gentleman correct me, if a state- 
ment substantially tho same ai this has 
not been made to him by a Chilcotin 
chief!" It is true that last year, acting 
on tlio above information tho government 
commissioned B. P. English of Chilcotin 
to undertake to capture the suspected In- 
dian. But the red man taking the alarm 
retired beyond tho roach of his pursuers. 
But why was tho matter dropped here. 
The people of that region regard the in- 
difference manifested in this case with 
great surprise. Decisive measures should 
bo taken to secure the arrest of the ac 
cusod Indian. The probable consequences 
of allowing justice to bo defeated by one 
of a tribe of Indians whoso ill will toward 
the whites is too apparent and need not bo 
dwelt upon. The blood of the murdered 
family still calls fur vengeance and a pro 
bably innocent man bears the odium of 
the dreadful crime. The action of tho 
government in securing tho murderer of 
Yeomans at Skeena river was most praise- 
worthy and we feel confident that the 
same efficient means will bo used on Ibis 
occasion. 



THE REDISTRIBUTION SCHEME. 

Mr. Gladstone's redistribution scheme 
gives to England and Wales 5!)!) members, 
an increase of 110; to Scotland 70, an iu- 
creaao of 10; and tj Ireland 103, the same 
number as at present. There is evidently 
a mistake in the figures, so far as England 
is concerned, and it may have occurred in 
tho cabling of thu statement; at all events 
an increase of 11 is a more reasonable re 
presentation than 110. At present Eng- 
land has -148 seats, Wales u0, Scotland CO, 
Ireland 103, a total of 040 seats. Ireland's 
representation remains unchanged as to 
number, but. Traleo, Clonmel, Duligar- 
van, Carlow, Mhlonc, CJolraino, Now 
Ross, Ennis, Kinsale, Bandonj Icehug- 
hall, Mallow, Enniskillen, Dungannon, 
Downpatrick and fort Arlington are dis- 
franchised. Eight of theso seats are now 
represented by Homo Rulers, four by 
Conservatives and four by Liberals. It, 
is believed that the practical effect of the 
change here will bo to increase the Na- 
tional and Liberal strength, while weaken- 
ing the Conservatives, who are not strong 
in tho north of Ireland, which will bene- 
fit moat by the redistribution. 

VICE-ADMIRAL LYONS.

Editor Colonist: — Inconvenient and 
painful as poverty may bo, it ia some- 
times questionable whether a person in 
Biich circumstances is not happier and 
undor less serious responsibilities than the 
millionaire, wdio becomes tho target of 
every envious mind and the supposed 
author of moat of tho ills which affect 
human kind. 

The attacks which tho intellectual edi- 
tor of tho Guardian boos lit to make on 
Mr. Dunsihuir and his interests cannot 
bo the result of iguoranco, but arise from 
tho painful necessity of //oizing upon any 
pretext which affords e.i\ opportunity of 
finding fault with the government: Hence 
his irreconcilability and irascible display 
of venom toward a project in which ho 
has no share. 

Tho attempt to create new jealousies by 
an appeal to ignorance and bo! fish inter- 
ests is beneath the dignity which he 
should strive to maintain, and is deserv- 
ing of grave censure. Tho attempt to 
magnify the Island railway land grant in- 
to a hideous monopoly, by stating that 
bonds of no value instead of coin are do- 
posited with the government is false and 
can be easily disproved. It also implies 
collusion between tho government and 
Mr. DuuBmuir of a reprehensible nature, 
which, although beneath the notice of the 
maligned, cannot fail to bo regarded by 
the public as a very objectionable method 
of obtaining unenviable notoriety. 

The charge of depriving middle men or 
commission merchants of trade by under- 
selling them in the various articles that 
are deemed necessaries of life in the in- 
terest of tho consumer, can scarcely be 
deemed a crime, as it matters but little 
to the workingman whether he buys his 
goods from A or B, so that ho can buy at 
the lowest rate and sell his labor at tho 
highest. If Mr. Duhsmuir sells goods at 
a lower rate than the rest, ho surely con- 
fers a boon on the consumer, who forms 
tho great majority; and if it bo true in 
principle that tho greatest good should bo 
done to the greatest number, and that tho 
greatest number are being benefited, Mr. 
Dunsmuir's action is deserving of the 
higheat oticoniums instead of the abus- 
ive epithets applied to his conduct. 

Of all tho large landowners who arc do- 
riving immense revenue from their estates 
there are nonu who have exhibited the 
same spirit of enterprise; and, possibly, 
had the same good fortune fallen to tho 
lut of many other individuals in the coun- 
try tho money now being spent in provin- 
cial developments would have been frit- 
tered away in European capitals seeking 
distinctions which money alone could pro- 
cure. The unostentatious manners of the 
nicrn, as well as tho vigorous and shrewd 
intellect displayed in the execution of the 
vast undertaking, reflect honor and credit 
on the genius which inspires him in bis 
work and class him with the foremost mon 
on the Pacific cmist. Of this British 
Columbia ought to feel proud.

The conservatives will prose- 
cute the liberal leaders on a charge of in- 
citing to riot. At daylight tho serious 
nature of tho riot at Aston ground was 
revealed. There is a gap eight feot wido 
in tho wall, whore the uienruahed towards 
tho town hall, skating rink and aquarium 
platform, which the riotors twice demol- 
ished, lies in tho centre of tho rink, a con- 
fused mass of timber. All the chairs and 
doors were smashed into atoms. The 
hall looks as if it had been the site of a 
dynamite explosion. The refreshment 
bars were looted and liquors drunk and 
bottles thrown on die tlour. The gas tit- 
tings wore wrenched, from tho walls Tho 
gardens and tlower buds woie also de- 
stroyed.

THE STRAITS CABLE. 
Where and How It was Eairi. 

During our absenco at San Francisco 
Mr. Gisborne, F; K. C. S., completed the 
aubmorgenco' of- the abovo cable between 
Clover Point, Vancouver Island, andDun- 
genesa spit, Washington Territory. Tho 
Admiralty charts differ as to the oxact 
distance between the above pointB, the 
one indicating 10 nautical miles and the 
other a little over 1UA nautical miles— an 
orror of difference which ought to be 
promptly rectified'." In consequence of 
tho limited nature of the machinery at 
command, Mr. Gisborne laid tho Straits 
cable m throe aoctions of 4, 8 and nau- 
tical miles, buoying the ends in 84 and 43 
fathoms of water, afterwards recover- 
ing and splicing the ends. Tho latter 
operation was a delicate piece of work, 
requiring from two to throe hours' time to 
a joint, and was performed by Mr. G is - 
borne personally. 

The length of cable laid was only half 
a mile or one mile in excess of one or 
other of tho Admiralty distances, and in 
oithor case, considering tho rapidity of 
tho tidal currents (thruo 'o five knots por 
hour) tho slack was romorkably small and 
afforded satisfactory ovidenco as to Capt. 
Dovereux's knowledge of our waters and 
of Mr. Gisborno's skill, and prudence 
when laying tho cable. Tho insulation 
continues perject and the entire lino. be- 
tween Victoria and Seattle works admir- 
ably, either with or without ten cells of 
battery nt the Victoria terminus. 

Tho division of rates and tariff is still 
an opon question, as the Western Union 
and Puget Sound companies have not yet 
como to tonus. Failing an agreement, 
tho Western Union Company have noti- 
fied Mr. Gisborne that they will erect a 
new lino from Seattle to Dungeness and 
thoro make oonnecliou with tho Canadian 
government cable; but as Mr. Gisborne 
purposes leaving for Ottawa on tho 1st 
prox via Seattle, Portland and San Fran- 
cisco, a mutually satisfactory arrangement 
will probably bo entered into. 

Ponding tho erection of a first- class 
land lino between Dungeness and Seattle, 
it would, howevor, bo highly impolitic 
and very detrimental to our interests if 
tho Western Union Company should aban- 
don their via Sumaa lino for thu Port 
Townsond route, which is at present very 
faulty iu construction, tho wire having iu 
many places been suspended along shore 
upon roots and trunks of fallen trees 
from a boat. 

Before leaving for tho east Mr. Gis- 
borne will test tho insulation and, if 
necessary, will underrun and repair tho 
two-knot cable at Saanich Arm, and wo 
shall bo greatly disappointed if, with du- 
plicate main cables of excellent manufac- 
ture, we have not in future reliable com- 
munication with tho mainland, both oast- 
orly and southerly from Victoria.

SOCIETY. 

The Drawer of lite Lucky Num- 
ber. 

As was to be expected, the drawing of 
tho Vancouver Building Society, in Har- 
mony Hall, last night, attracted quite a 
number to witness it beside tho members; 
Tho society has buou in operation for sev- 
eral months and thit< is tho first drawing 
that has taken nlaco. The principle of 
tho society is a novel one, and though on 
tho face it looks like a lottery, yet it is 
not so, but each member will got his loan, 
although tho unlucky ones will have to 
wait a pretty long time for it.

Tho successful 
member will have tho 'use of tho amount 
drawn for ten years without interest by 
commencing to pay back the prhicipal at 
tho rate of $8. 30 per month in about six 
weeks after the drawing, this being deemed 
sufficient time for him to secure land or 
build a house, the object of tho society 
being to furnish a homo for each member. 
The member drawing the 81,000 will also 
pay his weekly fifty cent subscription. At 
the end of sixteen years every shareholder 
will be supposed to have got his money 
back and probably a little more, as the 
amount accumulated at that time will be 
equally divided among them. Of 
course tho larger the membership 
and tho greater the number of amounts 
allotted, the more frequent tho drawings, 
will be. 

Quito a number joined at the hall (ast 
night so as to have a chance in the drawing, 
and there was a suppressed excitement 
when tho blindfolded boy commenced to 
tako the buttons from tho board on which 
they wero placed. One after another were 
drawn out with blanks attached to them 
until at last tho one with the straw attached 
was drawn and Mr. A. A. Aaronson was the 
lucky member, and the first drawing of tho 
society wns over. Mr. Aaronson sold his 
ehanco to handle $1,000 for 10 years 
without interest at once to another inembbr 
of tho society for $50., 

After the congratulations were over the 
meeting dispersed, and no doubt now that 
the drawing has taken place tho members 
of tho society will increase.

BERNARD BOB VS. AliTUUtt. FINNY. 
■ This was an action in which the plain 
tiff, sought to have - the will of his sister 
(defendant's wife) administered in court 
and claimed that the will created trusts in 
favor of himself, his father, Gorrit P. 
Itob, and brother, Gorrit P. Rob, jr. 

Tho question wits ou tho construction 
of the following passages from tho will: 
"1 bequeath all my property, real and 
personal, whatsoever and wheresoever tho 
tamo may bo to my beloved husband, 
Arthur Fenny. 

"1 appoint my Buid husband the execu- 
tor ot this my last will and testament. 

"My will is that my said husband will 
make such provision for my dear father, 
Gorrit P. Rid), residing at Modornblik, 
Holland, Europe, from time to time so 
long as hu may live, and at his decease he 
will give such pecuniary assistance to my 
brother, Gerrit P. Rob, jr., residing at 
same placo as ho mays conveniently do and 
also to render such assistance in time of 
neod or sicEji. ss to my brother Brother li. 
Rob, so that no may not bo in distress." 
Tho will was duly admitted to probate. 
Mr. Hott and Mr. 8. P. Mills contend- 
ed that a trust was created iu favor of tho 
father and brothers to tho exclusion of 
tho husband who was simply a trustee. 
All the requirements of a trust wero ful- 
filled and it covered tho wdiole proporty 
the father taking in life estate. 

Mr. Charles Wilson (Davie & Wilson) 
for tho defendant submitted that the rule 
for determining whether or no a trust was 
created was that where proporty ia given 
absolutely to any person and tho same 
poison is by tho donor recommended, en- 
treated or wished to dispose of that pro- 
porty iu favor of another the recommen- 
dation, entreaty or wish shall be held to 
create a trust. First, if tho words aro so 
used that on tho whole they ought to be 
construed as imperative or certain. Sec- 
ondly, if the subject unittor of tho recom- 
mendation or wish be certain; and thirdly, 
if the objects or persons intended to have 
tho benefit of tho recommendation or 
wish bo also certain. Applying these 
rules to tho present case ho admitted that 
the objects or persons wors certain but 
that tho words when read in connection 
with tho absolute gift to tho husband 
wero no more than tho expression of 
a wish, and that the subject matter was 
wholly uncertain, as it was impossible to 
construe tho will, that the whole proporty 
was subject to a trust, as it would bo in- 
consistent with the expressed declaration of 
the testatrix, that the benefit to Gerrit P. 
Rob, aciir., and junr. , wore to be subject 
to tho convenience of the husband. It re- 
quired all three elements to constitute a 
trust, but the words being doubtful and 
tho subject uncertain, no trust had boon 
created. It had been held that no trust 
was created when it appeared that tho first 
taken was intended to have a discretion- 
ary power to withdraw any indefinite part, 
of tho subject from the object of tho wish 
or request , or that it was subject to any 
contingency. In the present case tho 
husband was directed to render such as- 
sistance to tho father and one brother as 
"ho may' conveniently do," clearly giving 
him [lower to withdraw an indefinite part, 
and it was a condition precedent to the 
plaintiffs right to any benefit that ho 
should bo in distress. It was not pro- 
tended that he was in distress. Tho gift 
to the husband was absolute, and could 
only bo cut down or abridged by coming 
within the rules cited. 

Mr. Mills in reply— The gift to the hus- 
band is not absolute. The only question 
to be determiaed is whether the husband 
holds tho property iu trust for the father 
and brother, or whether ho holds it sub- 
ject to a trust, the quantum of which is 
to bo ascertained by thu court, iu which 
latter case he will tako llio residue. 
His lordship reserved judgment.
